cable during recording as one. 


precaution to take. I would also 
suggest that new tape of the 
highest quality be used and also 
that you be sure your machine uses 
A.C. erase. Some cheaper machines 
use @ permanent magnet as an erase 
head and,this can lead to noise 
build-up as. the tape passes 


through such a machine repeatedly. 


Synchro~sette says that once you 
have got Firstloader into your 
2968, you should position your 
1000 program tape past the video 
sync buzz into the approximately 
five seconds of silence that 
precedes the actual program. If 
your tape is noisy here, it is 
probably too noisy for successful 
loading and conversion.
